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LANDING IN A BOG 
FIELD. 
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FLIGHT FROM LONDON TO 
GALWAY. 


From Ove CorRDSPONDENT. 


| GALWAY, Monday. 
The need for aerial landing grounds, even 
in so remote a place as Connemara, was illus- 
trated yesterday afternoon when an exciting 
landing was made by a Moth aeroplane in 


a boggy field, within a couple of hundred 


yards of Mongan’s Hotel, Carna, on the 
indented peninsula north of Kilkerrin Bay. 

Mr. Ernest Coehn, of Landon, has been 
staying at the hotel for some time. A month 
ago his nephew took out a pilot’s certificate. 
On Friday he communicated. with his uncle, 
telling him that he was flying across in his 
Moth to take him home, and requesting infor- 
mation as to possible landing grounds in the 
vicinity of the hotel. 

His uncle telegraphed, in reply, that the 
only landing ground in the vicinity of Carna 
was that at Ballyconneely, Roundstone, some 
ten miles north, as the crow flies, and nearly 
double the distance by road. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Ernest Coehn 
motored to Ballyconneely to await the arrival 
of his nephew by air. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, a mistake had been made in the trans- 
niission of the telegram, and in the result the 
younger Coehn was forced to find his way to 
Mongan’s Hotel, Carna, as best he could. 

Shortly before 1 p.m. he flew over Galway, 
and crossing the Corrib at the viaduct headed 
towards the About forty

minutes later the inhabitants of Carna heard - 


the drone of an engine overhead. The flier 
spiralled gracefully over the hotel, and then, 
to amazement of everyone, proceeded to 
make as if he would land in a boggy field, 
with not more than a total runway of 150 
yards, and surrounded by the limestone walls

He came to earth in perfect safety, and 
brought his "plane to a stand-still, just within 
the restricted distance.

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HOUSING POLICY IN 
BELFAST. 
eS 
PROBLEM OF LOWEST-PAID 
WORKERS. 

Councillor Kilpatrick, at the Belfast City 


Couneil yesterday, expressed satisfaction with 
the memorandum concerning future housing 
olicy that Mr. Forbes had presented to the 
Housing Committee, in which he stressed the 
importance of housing as a branch of civic 
work. He dealt chiefly with the rehousing of 
the lowest paid wage-earners, and stated that 
‘enough money has been spent on the sub- 
sidy type of houses, and that any future ex- 
agp R in connection with housing should 
ve applied to meet the needs of the poorest 
section of the community.” He advised the 
Committee not, to prejudice the possibility of 
schemes for such work being considered by 
the Corporation. i 

Councillor Kyle did not agree that enough 
had been spent on the subsidy type of houses. 
Advantage was taken by speculative builders, 
who did not pass on the advantage of the 
subsidy to the tenants. Representations that 
the question should be taken up on a national 
basis should be made to the Government by 
the Housing Gommittee, in conjunction with 
the building trade operatives, so that tenants 
would get the benefit of the subsidy. It was 
not the type of house that was at fault, but 
the inadequate wages paid to workers, which 
did not allow them to pay the rent for the 
Corporation houses or those that were being 
erected under the subsidy scheme by private 
builders. 

FUTURE POLICY. 

The Lord Mayor reminded the Council that 
the question of the future housing policy of 
the Corporation. was still before the Com- 
mittee, and it could be further discussed there. 

Alderman Alexander said that the Corpora- 
tion was bound to continue building, and he 
pointed out that members were that day to be 
asked to pass a resolution applying to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs to Northern Ireland 
for sanction to the raising of a loan of 
£100,000 for the purpose of the Housing Acts, 
1923 to 1930. As one who had had experience, 
he would advise the chairman of the Com- 
mittee to go very careful before deciding to 
send a deputation to’ the Government. 

Councillor Henderson advocated a policy of 
the clearance of slum areas, and Councillor 
Mrs. McCoubrey thought there was a vast 
amount of ignorance among the members of 
the Corporation in regard to housing. It was 
a éaáish disgrace some of the conditions 
prevailing in the city should be allowed to 
continue. There were excellent public services 
in the city, but sufficient attention was not 
sg to housing. It was regrettable the 
Northern Parliament—at present on holiday— 
was so indifferent to this question. It was the 
duty of the Council to bring pressure to bear 
upon Parliament to go seriously into the 
whole question. 

Alderman McCurdy said that there was no 
shortage of houses, but there was a shortage 
of cash to pay the rents of the houses already 
in existence. Fully 60 per cent. of the people 
in the houses under discussion were on the 
bureau. 

Councillor Sweeney said that Councillor 
Kyle's speech was one more suitable for the 
House of Commons ; for he had raised subjects 
which were beyond the province of the 
Corporation. 

The minutes were adopted.

FORECASTING THE 
WEATHER. 
PREDICTIONS A YEAR IN 
ADVANCE. 


The relation between the temperature « 
the Gulf Stream in the north temperature anil 
Arctic zones and weather conditions in Scan 
dinavia is being made the subject of furthe 
study by Mr. J. W. Sandstrém, the Swedish 
meteorologist, and four associates. 

They are voyaging in an ordinary fishing 
schooner from the lowér west coast of Nor 
way in the direction of Iceland. They will 
then pursue a zigzag course upward along 
the Norwegian waters, returning in a wide 
outward swing that will take them to the 
neighbourhood of the coast of Greenland. 
where they will make a comparative study 
of ice conditions this year and last. 

For three or four years similar expeditions 
will be made. According to statements made 
by Mr. Sandstrém it is hoped that after the 
data has been collated accurate weather 
reports and predictions can be issued a yea 
in auvance. .These would. be of immense 
value to agricultural and ‘maritime interest

LONGEVITY OF 
ANIMALS. 


DUBLIN'S EMINENT 
RECORD.

(From Ovr 2700L0GICAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 

The event of the week was the arrival of 
the large bear, whose portrait was given 
in the Irish Times of last Friday. In the 
few words that accompanied that portrait 
the rough outlines of George’s character 
are pretty fairly delineated. He is the 
twelfth bear now in the Gardens, and be- 
yond doubt the most “ bearish ” of the 
twelve ; but, being the only present repre- 
sentative of his particular species (the 
Himalayan bear). he makes quite a 
welcome addition to the stock. In point 
of attractiveness to visitors, however, the 
two beautiful Polar bears are easily the 
prize-winners of this family on the records 
of the month just elapsed. The sunshine 
that so brightened the Gardens on 
Wednesday last appealed almost more 
powerfully to them than to any other of 
the inmates. It is curious—but an un- 
doubted fact—that these Arctic animals 
have no creat love for going into the water 
when it is really cold; but during last 
Wednesdav’s bright summer sunshine they 
frisked and splashed in their large bath 
as if they had never known the delights 
of such a fairy-land treat before. If their 
white coats just now seem a bit whiter 
than ever, it is not difficult to imagine a 
cause. 


THE TODDY CATS. 


The Himalayan bear was not the only 
addition made to the Society's collection 
during the week. Another interesting 
arrival was that of two palm-civets, from 
Burmah, presented by Mr. H. Beresford 
Barrett, of Rockfield House, Co. Galway. 
These, unfortunately, are not at present 
to be seen by the public, as they are put 
under an order of quarantine. They are 
the animals that one sometimes sees de- 
signated by the formidable name of para- 
doxures—a title that they owe to a habit 
of holding their tails ina strange up-curled 
position, incorrectly suggesting that these 
organs are prehensile. They must not be 
confused with the civets proper, or ' civet- 
cats,’ as these are commonly called 
(through a confusion of relationships that 
is at least as old as Shakespeare’s day), of 
which animals both East and West 
African specimens are at present on view 
to all visitants in the Monkey House. 
These African civets are, as a rule, non- 
climbers, while the palm-civets are. 
arboreal, and owe their name to a marked 
preference they show for the cocoa-nut 
palm over most other trees. Their love 
for palm-juice has, indeed, in India earned 
them another name, that of the ‘‘ toddy 
cat’; and it certainly sounds more ex- 
pressive than “ paradoxure.’’ Call them 
what we will, it is heartily to be wished 
that their might be declared 
at an end. 

Visitors to the Gardens during the week 
numbered 5,540, or about 1,200 more than 
in the correspondi “ week of 1929.

OLD INHABITANTS. 


The question how the Dublin ‘‘ Zoo 
stands in comparison wtih other “ Zoos ”’ 
as to the longevity of the animals in its 
keeping has been raised in a very interest- 
ing manner in a communication received 
by Dr. Ferrar from Major 8S. S. Flower, 
of Tring, who is a veteran authority on 
the management of large zoological collec- 
tions. Major Flower is collecting statistics 
as to the ages that animals are known to 
have attained in zoological gardens 
throughout the world ; and Dr. Ferrar has. 
in answer to his request (which is limited 
to the subject of mammals. and does not 
touch birds or reptiles), sent him 
particulars that must certainly place the 
Dublin ‘‘ Zoo ” on a very high, if not the 
highest, place in regard to several species, 

or instance, a lioness riven by King 
Edward VII. lived in the Roberts House 
for the remarkable period of 22 vears: a 
Polar bear that died in the Gardens in 1928 
had reached the age of 28 years and ten 
months; a yak that has lived 22 years in 
the “ Zoo ” is living still; a leopard has 
lived for seventeen years and a tigress for 
thirteen and a half. Several of these 
instances will quite probably turn out to 
be unique, and it is also probable that 
other cases of remarkable longevity might 
have been included had not Dr. Ferrar felt 
the lor extreme caution in ac- 
cepting records at all open to criticism. 
The evidence seems fairly clear that a 
female striped hywna, bought in January, 
1901, lived in the Gardens for 25 years. 
beating even thi renown: d lioness 
“ Nigeria’’:;: but, of extreme 
caution is needful in dealing with all such 
cases. It is hardly necessary to mention 
the gorilla, “ Empress,’’ whose death in 
May, 1917, ended a residence of three years

BIRDS AND REPTILES. 
The “ Zoo ”’ has, it must be added, 


enjoved much the same good tortune in the 
length of life attained’ by birds, as well as 


by gome members of the reptile family. | 


Perhaps, the most interesting instance, so 
far as bird-life is concerned, is that of the 
condor, purchased in 1867. which, having 
been a familiar figure to visitors for as 
long a period as 42 years, passed away, 
the recognised ““ oldest resident.’’ in 


1909. It is probable that*the “ oldest 


resident’’ at the present moment is another | 


member of the vulture family: for a pair 
of ciner “ Arabian ”” 
that were purchased in 1905 are still to be 
seen in the vulture-quarry at the far side 
of the lake, looking vi ry little the worse 
for their 25 years’ residence in that 
secluded BS pot. Among other birds posses- 
sing long records are a crested pelican with 
06 years (1867 to 1903) to its credit. a 
wedge-tailed eagle with 26, and jackal 
buzzard with eighteen. The pretty 
demoiselle crane that is to th present day 
such a general favourite in the Gardens 
(where she laid at least one egg during the 
present summer) has been a resident fo 
certainly nineteen, probably twenty years. 

Of reptiles it is only necessary to name 
the tuatera, which has lived in the Monkey 
House for the remarkable period of nine- 
teen years, beating by five years its longest 
record in a captive state in any other 
“ Z00"" in the world. An important 
account of this most singular reptile, with 
an illustration furnished by Dr. Ferrar 
appeared not long ago in the Field.

Not many Irishmen are aware of the 
kinship. between old Erin and the ancient 
land of Armorica.

I wonder how long it will be before 
mankind, weary of the noise and dust and 
confusion of automobile transport, will 
return to the “‘ push-bike. Taken all in all, 
the merits of the lowly and now despised 
‘‘ push-bike ’’ are great. It cannot be 
called convenient for an uphill journey, 
but down a comfortable gradient nothing 
can equal it for luxury. na it may 
not be speedy, traffic-jams have few 
terrors for it. It is more graceful than 
the motor bicycle (a machine which seems 
specially designed to show off the de- 
merits of the human form), and, even if 
its capacity for carrying luggage is not 
enormous, it compensates by its cheap- 
ness. Above all, it possesses the greatest 
of the virtues, silence, and hence is 
admirably suited to the contemplative 
type of mind which it is the highest 
function of civilisation to develop, and on 
which we in Ireland, rightly or wrongly, 
are disposed to pride ourselves. There 
are few places wherein one can become 
so oblivious of externals as in the saddle 
of a ‘‘ push-bike.’’ I have known several 
literary men of varying eminence who 
assure me that they regularly plan their 
work while riding along a quiet road. 
One, I must admit, was compelled to con- 
fess that his train of thought was rudely 
interrupted once by the incursion of a 
hen in front of his wheels, while an in- 
cautious pedestrian drove the substance 
of a noble third act from another’s head. 
On the whole, perhaps, the “ push-bike ”’ 
as a vehicle of composition will be found 
most satisfactory by potential satirists. 
Any man with a gift for expression who 
cycles along a motor-infested road will 
hardly fail to effervesce with satiric fury 
against his betters. 


Sunday Games. 


The problem of Sunday observance and 
Sunday games, which is at present arous- 
ing interest in Manchester, is no new one. 
So long ago as 1617 James the First had 
to issue a ‘‘ Declaration of Sports ” in 
order to make clear the attitude of the 
Church in Lancashire. Permission was 
given for the practice of “ dancing, 
archery, leaping, vaulting and other harm- 
less recreations’’; for Maypoles, morris 
dances, Whitsun ales, and other sports 
‘* therewith used, so as the same may be 
had in due and convenient time without 
impediment or neglect of divine service.’’ 
It was the playing of bowls which resulted 
in Councillor Hall being sent to jail last 
week, and bowls, it is interesting to note, 
was forbidden in the ‘“ Declaration of 
Sports,’’ along with bear and bull baiting. 
Before the Reformation Sunday was con- 
sidered a suitable day for the practice of 
national sports. A Statute in Richard 
II.’s reign, and another in Henry IV.’s 
reign, enjoined the practice of archery on 
that day. 


A Choice of Literature. 


Recent mention in the “ Diary ” of the 
preference of the Italians for the trans- 
lated works of Jack London recalls the 
fact that this is not a singular choice. 
Italy shares this national selection with 
Sweden. London’s works have in Sweden 
a wider appeal and larger circulation than 
those of any other novelist, and over 
thirty of his books have been translated. 
This strange appeal has been attributed 
to the freshness and.vigour of his style 
and to the open-air atmosphere of his 
books. His knowledge of animals and 
wild life also offers much of interest to 
the average Swede. Prior to the present 
century Sweden produced very little 
popular literature, and its public depends 
largely on the Gas á versions of 
English and American novels. A list 
published in the ‘‘ Bookman’’’some years 
ago gave an accurate insight into Swedish 
preferences in literature. Jack London 
headed a list of twenty writers, and was 
followed by Florence Barclay and Elinor 
Glyn. Locke and Cosmo Hamilton ranked 
eighth and ninth, and the last nine in- 
cluded the distinguished names of such 
literary personages as Wells, Bennett, 


Shaw and Kipling.

Mr. Lloyd George, in an eve of the poll 
speech in-support of the Liberal candidate, 
Mr. W. Fordham, at Bromley last night, 
said that he regretted that the Conserva- 
tive Central Office had dragged in 
personalities as regards Mr. Redwood, the 
Empire free trade candidate. In fact, he 
said, his commiseration was for Mr. Red- 
wood ; for, while he was in the forefront 
of the battle for the Empire free trade, 
his commander-in-chief had run away. 

Remarking that there was an attempt to 
blame the Liberals for co-operating with 
the Government, he said: ‘‘ I don’t: care 
whether the Government is a Conservative, 
Labour or Liberal Government.

EFFORT TO RE-STOCK 
MUNSTER. 


NO PHEASANT SHOOTING 
THIS SEASON.

“ There is to be no sh 
and partridges in the County Cork this 
season by the members of the Munster Game 
Protection and Restocking “Association. 
The instruction is contained in an advertise- 
ment which the Secretary of the Association 
has issued to-day. yan 

Behind this brief announcement lies a story 
of a meritorious attempt to restock County 
Cork, and, indewd, the Province of Munster, 
with all kinds of game. particularly pheasant 
and partridge, and so make the outh of 
Ireland once more popular with sportsmen. 
Dealers in game have been requested not to 
purchas’ any dead game, and to give to 
members of the Association any information 
which they may have concerning persons 
offering game for sale. 

PRESERVED LAND. 

The country for twenty miles around the 
City of Cork is now strictly preserved. 
Farmers and land-owners, in sympathy with 
the aim of ths Munster Association, have 
given their land over to the Association for 
preservation purposes, The various coursing 
clubs also have joined in the campaign, and 
it is generally recognised that support from 
this source is most encouraging. 

The Association is deeply grateful to the 
Minister for Justice and to the members of 
the Dail and Senate for the careful prepara- 
tion and safe carriage of the Game Pretserva- 
tion Bill. Before this bill was passed poach- 
ing was rife in the Southern areas, but closer 
vigilance and the increase of power given to 
the Civic Guards in dealing with offenders 
have done wonders. Poaching is still 
prevalent, but Mr. George O’Connell, Secre- 
tary of the Munster Association, told 
me that there has been a marked improve- 
ment in the position. Poachers, he said, 
are afraid of the heavy penalties which can 
be imposed under the Act, and the net to 
capture them can now be thrown around 
them more easily than formerly. 

WHOLESALE POACHING. 

“About two years ago,” said Mr. 0 Connell, 
“the sport of shooting was almost extinct 
in Southern Ireland. For years before that 
poaching had been going on wholesale, and 
that was because farmers and others who 
really wanted to enjoy the sport for all that 
it means were prohibited from shooting by 
the persons who held the shooting rights. 
The lands were pretty well stocked, but the 


rigid rule against shooting turned nearly 


‘every man into a poacher, and so the stock 


dwindled to almost nothing. 

“Tf the landlord class had been less 
stringent and had not kept the shooting ex- 
clusively to themselves, prosecuting any 
person found on the lands, then birds would 
not be so scarce as they are. However, that 
is all passed and gone, and now there begins 
a new movement to restock. We are making 
the sport more democratic. 

BIRDS BREEDING WELL. 

“Two years ago it struck those who are 
connected with me in the Association that if 
something were not dene there would not be 
a single bird left in Munster. The prospect 
was unthinkable. So a few of us formed an 
Association for Game Protection and Restock- 
ing, and now we have up to three hundred 
members, who enjoy the sport and are enthu- 
siastic about its development. 

“This year members are only _per- 
mitted-to shoot snipe, cock, ducks, plover and 


rabbits, and we have asked them to refrain 


from shooting pheasants and partridges for 
this season. We appeal to others outside our 
members not to shoot these birds until they 
have had a chance to multiply. There will 
be plenty of sport for everyone if they are 
allowed to breed for a few years. 

“The Association has spent upwards of 
£500 in the past two years in purchasing and 
placing birds in the controlled area, and, 
from the gamekeepers’ reports, it would 
appear that the birds are breeding very well. 
We purchase all our birds from Yorkshire.”’ 

‘* SPORTSMEN " CHASED OFF. 

More destructive to bird life, Mr. O’Connell 
said, is the practice of farmers of burning 
heather during the months of April and May, 
when the eggs are lying on the ground. The 
eggs are destroyed, and the birds, chased 
away from the moor, are loathe to return to 
their old breeding haunts. 

He hoped that farmers would realise the 
great harm that was being done, and would 
cease from setting fire to heather. 

Alderman F. J. Daly, who is President of 
the Munster Game Protection Association, is 
shortly to accompany a deputation to the 
Cork Corporation to ask that the lake locally 
known as The Lough, which lies close to Cork 
City, should be taken over by the Corpora- 
tion and turned into a bird sanctuary. 

For months past there have been complaints 
of shooting on the banks of the lough, which 
abounds with teal and widgeon. So enraged 
were the people who live in the vicinity by 
this indiscriminate shooting by alleged sports- 
men that in the early hours of the morning 
recently they lay in wait for the disturbers 
and chased them away. 


CHURCH UNITY. 


BISHOP AND THE 
LAMBETH RESOLUTIONS. 


Further references to the Lambeth Con- 
ference were made on Sunday in St. Canice’s 
Cathedrai, Kilkenny, by Dr. Day, Bishop of 
Ussory, who said that during the past ten 
years many movements towards unity had 
taken place. More and more Christian men 
had come to see that the divisions which rend 
the Church were sinful and wrong and con- 
trary to the will of God; more and more they 
had come to see that the faith of Christ 
could not be adequately comprehended and 
that the battle of His kingdom could not be 
worthily fought by a Church torn by divi- 
sions. This had been felt especially keenly 
in the mission field, where the work of mis- 
sionaries had been hampered and their use- 
fulness injured by the fact that the Church 
was split up into sects. And, accordingly, 
in Persia, in China, and especially in South 
India, stromg movements in favour of Church 
union had taken place. 

The bishops realised how strong the desire 
for unity was among the people of South 
India, and they passed a unanimous resolu- 
tion expressing their deep interest in the 
scheme, their warm sympathy with those 
engaged in it, and authorising the bishops 
of India, Burma and Ceylon to go forward 
with the negotiations. The movement in 
South India will be followed immediately by 
a similar movement in Persia, North India, 
Afriea, China, and probably by others. Who 
knows how far this movement. once started, 
will spread, 

RACE PROBLEMS. 

In dealing with race problems, the Con. 
ference referred to the difficult questions, 
both in politics and industry, caused by the 
clash of colour, and the strong opinion was 
expressed that these difficulties could not be 
solved until Christian men recognised the 
world over that in Jesus Christ there are no 
race distinctions; and the Conference affirmed 
the conviction that all communicants, without 
distinction of race or colour, should have 
access in any church to the Holy Table of 
the Lord. 

Regarding the subject of youth and its 
vocation, 1t was the conviction of the Bishops, 
after hearing much expert evidence, that the 
youth of the be day are, as a whole, no 
less moral or less religious than the vonth of 
previous generations; but it is undoubtedly 
a fact that large numbers of the younger men 
and women of to-day, including many of the 
most high-minded, are alienated from the 
Church and organised religion. The Church 
was undoubtedly largely to blame for this 
state of affairs. If Church people were more 
like the Divine Master, and showed more of 
His spirit, then the younger folk would be 
more attracted to the Society which bears 
His name. But the young, no less than the 
old, needed the power and inspiration of 
religion, and the Church needs the freshness 
and vigour of youth. 

Therefore, the Lambeth Conference ap- 
pealed to the young, as well as to the old, to 
fling their talents and abilities into the ser- 
vice of Christ and His Kingdom, convinced 
that in all history there has been no greater 
opportunity than there is today.

BELI AST, Monday. 
HE musical festival movement in 
Larne is steadily increasing in 
magnitude and influence, and its pro- 
moters are to be congratulated on the 
success achieved since its inception five 
years ago. In several respects the 
activities of the local association reveal 
both vision and enterprise. Classes are 
provided for poetry an musical composi- 
tion, while the graceful «dances of olden 
times are fostered, and exhibitions of the 
Morris dance have occasionally been given 
“ under the greenwood tree ” on the hill- 
side. Traditional fiddlers are catered for, 
and it will be recalled that Inst year some 
of the competitors performed on violins 
made by themselves. These interesting 
events are, of course, in addition to the 
usual programme, which includes classes 
for all departments of the musical art, 
vocal and instrumental. 

The association is fortunate in having 
as its President the Earl of Antrim. Pre- 
siding at the annual meeting during the 
week-end, he mentioned that the member- 
ship was now 544, while remarkable suc- 
cess had crewned the efforts of the com- 
mittee. 

Dealing with next season’s festival, 
Lord Antrim said that it was proposed to 
set aside an entire night for the country 
fiddlers’ competitions, with senior and 
junior classes, while it was alko suggested 
that there should be an auriliary festival 
of a non-competitive nature at which 
there should be massed singing by the 
children’s choirs. A further proposal was 
that all the adult choirs should study 
some great choral work and give a massed 
public performance. It is by such 
methods that interest in musical culture 
will be advanced throughout the district. 


ON THE BANKS OF THE BANN. 


The preliminaries in connection with 
the Bann drainage scheme are still engag- 
ing the attention of the responsible 
authorities, and it is difficult to say when 
practical operations will be started. It 
is, of course, inevitable that an under- 
taking of such magnitude should be sub- 
ject to delays, but the time of waiting has 
been both long and weary since the Prime 
Minister first promised to bring the 
scheme before Parliament. Certain objec- 
tions were lodged against the project, and 
these have been investigated by a Com- 
missioner appointed by the Ministry of 
Finance. The objections are of a three- 
fold nature, and are formal, commercial, 
and in the interests of scenic beauty, as 
it is feared that the amenities of certain 
districts may be destroyed. 

From the report issued by the Commis- 
sioner it appears that the formal objec- 
tions can be met bv suitable compensa- 
tion being given, but the commercial con- 
siderations are more formidable, relating 
to fishery and mining rights which are 
likely to be disturbed. These, thouch 
difficalt, are not insurmountable, and the 
Commissioner is hopeful that they may be 
amicably arranged. He is also in favour 
of the scenic attractions of the country- 
side being preserved as far as possible, 
pointing out that beautiful things. like 
good trees have a national value. When 
these matters have been considered and 
settled, it is to be hoped that work & 
the scheme will be proceeded with 
immediately. 


GETTING INTO STEP. 


The National Health Insurance Act, 
which has been long overdue in Northern 
Ireland, will come into operation in the 
Six Counties on the lst October next. In 
this respect the province was oyt of step 
with Great Britain for years, and it :s 
now coming into its own after a good deal 
of agitation in various quarters. The 
benefits to be provided should be of very 
great value to the working classes, who 
will have the services of a medical 
practitioner of their own choice, while 
medicines will be provided free of cost. 
The insured person’s doctor, also, will be 
required to give medical certificates to 


insured persons who, in his opinion, are | 


incapable of work and who wish to claim 
sickness or disablement benefit under the 
Act. 


| Government got into power. 


The operations of this measure are cer- 
tain to have a beneficial influence on the 
health of the community, and it is wel- 
comed on all sides. Of course, it will 
mean a largely increased expenditure and 
a heavy strain will be placed upon the 
Government ¢offers, but in the matter of 
social services Great Britain always comes 
to the assistance of its little partner. 


ELECTRICITY SCHEMES. 


The Northern Ministry of Commerce, of 
Mr. J: Milne Barbour is the 
capable head, is proceeding with its 
investigations regarding the proposed 
electrification of the Six Counties. It will 
be recalled that some months ago a report 
was submitted by a London expert 
appointed by the Government, in which he 
dealt with the major portion of the 
scheme, with the Belfast Corporation 
Electricity Station as the source of power, 
A further report now has been issued in 
reference to the develpoment of the 
western area of the province, embracing 
the Counties of Derry, Fermanagh and 
Tyrone, linked up with the generating 
station of the Londonderry Corporation. 
The total cost of the scheme is esti- 
mated to be £1,015,000, and it is 
gested that a start should be made with 
the border town of Strabane, which is the 
largest area without a public supply of 
electricity. This part of the project 's 
expected to cost £143,000, and, in view of 
the attitude of the Northern Government 
in refusing to allow Southern supphes of 
electricity into the North, it is of special 
interest to note that it is suggested in the 
report that, with electricity available at 
Strabane, it should be possible to enter 
into an arrangement to supply current or 
distribution in the adjoining Free State 
areas. | 
If reciprocity could be managed, benefits 
might be conferred on both North and 
South, but up to the present Dublin and 
Belfast have always held aloof from each 
other, and for all practical purposes they 
are as far apart as the Poles. Perhaps, 
some day business principles will prevail. 


SAFEGUARDING. 


The members of the Black Preceptories 
of the Orange Order assembled at various 
centres throughout the province last Satur- 
day. when the customary resolutions wer& 
discussed and passed.

According 
to the returns for the week ended 25th 
August, the number of persons seeking 
work through the medium of the Labour 
Exchanges was 66,179, indicating an in- 
crease of 3,513 over the figures of the prea 
vious week, and 31,811 more than at the 
corresponding period of last vear. The 
total for the week under consideration 
comprised 35,688 men, 1,100 boys, 27,863 
women and 1,528 and it is exclusive 
of persons disqualified for benefit by 
trade disputes. Unhappily, 
there is very little prospect of betterment.

ANDREE’S REMAINS.

STATEMENT BY DR. HORN. 


Lp. 
— 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OSLO, Monday. 

Dr. Gunnar Horn, the leader of the 
scientists who found the body of Dr. 
Andrée, the Swedish Arctic explorer, told 
the Chairman of the local Council of 
Skjervoey that in cases on the after-deck 
of the Bratvaag were the skeletons and 
the remains of bone. He identified Dr. 
Andrée’s body by the diary and by some 
marks on it. The skull was separated 


from the body, but the diary and the in- | 


struments were whole. He added that he 
found two skeletons and some bones which 
might have been the remains of the third 
member of the expedition. The diary was 
still glued together. 

The Bratvaag came direct from King 
Charles Land to Hasvik. 

Professor Hedren, a Swedish expert, 
who is at present at Tromsoe, was asked if 
the new communications that had been 
received simplified the work of the 
scientists, He replied that the answer 
might be both “ Yes’’ and “' No.” If 
there were only skeletons the identifying 
of them would be very difficult, and it was 
most probable that the remains were 
virtually skeletons. If the corpses had 
been preserved well, as was believed in 
the first instance, there must have been 
some very rare temperature conditions 
prevailing. 

The Bratvaag is still lying off Skjervoey, 
and all the ships in the harbour are flying 
their flags at half-mast. oe 


SEALER CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT. 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
: TROMSOER, Monday. 

The sealer Andiford arrived here to-day. 
The captain stated that he met the sealer 
Bratvaag at the same time as the sealer 
Terningen, which brought Dr. Horn’s tele- 
gram and letter to Tromsoe. 

He stated that he got the impression 
from Dr. Horn’s statements that Dr. 
Andrée and his comrades descended on the 
ice very far to the north, and that é¢hey 
had spent a couple of months there before 
they reached White Island. At any rate. 
Dr. Horn did not believe that Dr. Andrée 
arrived on White Island until the begin- 
ning of September, 1897. He formed this 
view on account of the things he had seen 
in the diary and the log book. He felt 
sure that the two skeletons were human 
but as to the third he could not say 
whether it was human or animal. From 
what he had seen he thought that it was 
not hunger that had decided the fate of 
the Andrée expedition, but rather exhaus- 


tion. 
NOT MAULED BY BEARS. 

Among the crew of the sealer Andfiord) 
which met the sealer Bratvaag, now re- 
turning to Norway with the remains of the 
Andrée expedition, is a member of the 
Bratvaag’s crew. He states that he was 
the first to sight Dr. Andrée’s camp. He 
saw something ashore which looked like a 
ladder. This object, on being examined, 
was found to be a sledge. The seaman 
savs that the two corpses discovered were 
fully dressed, and had not been mauled 
by bears, but they were in a very bad

FROM THE NORTH. 

The new licence duty is bound to have an 
effect on hawkers who cross the 
border into®the Free State from Northern 
Ireland and exhibit for sale their goods 
and wares in the public market places there. 
Legitimate shopkeepers in Ulster are now 
calling for the imposition of a similar duty 
in their area, but contend that a ten pounds’ 
heence 1s entirely inadequate. 

I have passed through towns in Northern 
Ireland recently on fair and market davs 
and have observed as many as fifty stalls 
in the market squares and hundreds of 
country and town folk rambling through 
them in search of bargains. Everything in 
the drapery of grocery line is to be found 
there, and the prices are, of course, consider- 
ably cheaper than in the local shops. I have 
looked into the latter and found so few 
customers that it is a wonder that the mer- 
chants are able to keep their premises open. 
Moving round with a travelling-shop, with 
no overhead charges, such as wages of staff, 
rates, and electric light, etc., and possibly 
no income tax, would appear to be a mue 
more profitable business now than. running 
an established shop in a country town.

They came into 
I g under the Local Government Act of 
1698, and in March of the following year ax f 
began work. Their main duties were the ad- 
ministration of the Public Health Acts and 
the provision of labeguress’ cettages, duties 
which had heen performed peeviously by the 
beard of guardians. 

During their period of office labourers’ 
@tliages sprang up all over the country, thous- 
ands of insanitary dwellings were condemned, 


~— 


and water and sewerage schemes were laid 
down at a cost of hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. 

SOUTH DUBLIN COUNCIL'S WORK, 

_ The South Dublin District Council during 
its existence has seen the population ‘of 
Terenure (at one time known as Round Town) 
grow from 13,670 to 20,000. and its valuation 
increase from £70,000 to £103,260. It is now 
one of the most popular residential districts 
on the outskirts of Dublin. It possesses all 
the amenities of urban life, and this was 
made possible by the works carried out by 
the Council. The Council laid twelve miles 
of a sewerage system and approximately thirty- 
two miles of water mains at a cost of about 

( The Council also had lighted with 
electricity ten miles of streets, and it ran 
water mains from Terenure to Clondalkin 
and Baldonnel Aerodrome. 

LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

When the Council came into office there 
were only twenty-six labourers’ cottages built. 
To-day there are 754, which were erected at 
a cost of £200,000. 

The growth of the district can be best 
illustrated by the fact that in 1900 the ex- 
penditure was £1,155 and the revenue £386, 
In the current year the total expenditure was 
£30,000 and the revenue £15,000, the 
difference being made up by rates. 

At present the Council is engaged in con 
structing a sewer at a cost of £11.000, from 
Crumlin along the Camac Valley to Inchicore, 
which will drain Crumlin and adjoining dis- 
tricts, 

NORTH DUBLIN COUNCIL. 

The North Dubhn District Council ex 
pended in the last financial year £14,543, 
which included repayment of loans, while for 
the vear 1900 its expenditure was £3,454. Of 
the £14,343, £6,595 was for repayment of 
loans for labourers’ cottages, which cost 
£147,188. The Cceunci!l’s indebtedness at 
present is £124,878. During its thirty years 
of office the Counci] has built 556 
labourers’ cottages. It was one of the 
first Rural Councils to collect the rates with 
the rents of the cottages. The rent and rates 
were paid weekly, and in this way the Coun- 
cil was enabled to save £300 a year, inas- 
much. as it got a discount of ten per cent. nf 
it paid these rates to the County Council six 
months in advance of the ordinary period 
That practice has since been adopted by 
other Rural Councils.

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COASTAL BOROUGH. 
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PASSING OF FOUR URBAN 
COUNCILS. 

On “' The Appointed Day’’ the townships 
of Blackrock, Kingstown, Dalkey, and Kul 
liney will be absorbed into the Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire. The Act provides that the 
Free: State Minister for Local Government 
shall name the day when the first quarterly 
meeting of the Borough Council of Dun 
Laoghaire shall be held, and when this mect- 
ing is convened, and duly he#i, the four 
Urban Councils on the South Dublin coast 
will have ceased to exist 

THE MANAGER, 

The Manager of the Coastal Borough will 
meantime have been appointed, and as soon 
as the new ‘borough comes into being 
all the officials of the Blackrock, 
Kingstown, Dalkey, and Killiney Urban 
Councils will come under his contro]. It 
will be his duty to decide how many officials 
he requires, and to choose those whom he 
may consider requisite and suitable to carry 
out the work of the various departments. 

As the four townships have been staffed, 
the Manager of the new borough will have 
between forty and fifty officials at his dis 
posal. These officers are pensionable and 
entitled to compensation for loss of office. 
Many of them, it is thought, will retire volun 
tarily. Some of them have over forty years’ 
service. All who are not re-employed will he 
compensated for loss of office, iccording to 
their length of service. 

BLACKROCK. 

Blackrock Urban Council ' had its origin 
some eighty years ago, when a committee of 
residents was formed for the purpose of light 
ing the streets which had grown about this 
seaside resort, which enjoved the presence of 
a Viceregal residence. Jn 1854 the Town 
ships Improvement Act was passed, but it 
was not until some nine years later that the 
Blackrock residents took advantage of it. In 
1863 the Blackrock Township Act created 
the district as a town under the government 
of twenty-four commissioners. The first 
thing that they did was to arrange with the 
Dublin Corporation for a supply of Vartry 
water Those.ommissioners continued to 
govern Blackrock until, under the Loca! 
Government Act of 1898, the Urban Council 
was formed. 

THE FIRST CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. Thomas Dixon of Monkstown was the 
first Chairman of the Blackrock Board of 
Commissioners. ‘The first Town Clerk was 
Mr. Thomas Owen, who was appointed at a 
salary of £25 per annum. Also he was 
responsible for the rates colleciion and other 
duties. The Town Clerk of the first Urban 
Council was the late Mr. Finlay Heron, who 
retired after long service on a pension of 
about -£500 a year. Mr. Heron was succeeded 
in 1913 by the present Town Clerk, Mr. 
John Mooney, who in various offices under 
the Council has served that body for some 
twenty-eight years. There are about ten 
biaidh ofhcers in the service of the 
Council, Mr. Charles McKernan is Chairman 
of the Council. 

KINGSTOWN. 

The Kingstown Urban Council derives its 
being from a special Act of Parliament under 
the provisions of the General Act of 1854, 
when a body cf twenty-one Town Commis- 
sioners was formed. They served the dis- 
trict to such good purpose that Kingstown 

“The Premier Town- 


1898, the Commissioners were super- 
seded in 1899 by the existing Urban Council, 
consisting of twenty-one members, The 
Council, despite its varying personnel, 
carried on the traditions of the Commis- 
sioners and brought the township to its 
present admirable condition as a residential] 
seaside resort. 

TOWN CLERKS. 

The Council was fortunate in its Town 
Clerks. Mr. John Donnelly was Town Clerk 
to the wld Commissioners and to the succeed 
ing Urban Council. Mr. Stanislaus Murphy, 
who was appointed after him, held office for a 
month only, but never served, having in the 
meantime secured a bigger post in the public 
service. He was succeeded by the late Mr. 
Michael Manning, a journalist of remarkable 
ability and a notability of a generation ago. 
Mr Manning was followed by Mr. Sherlock 
Vaughan, LL.D., who, in turn, was succeeded 
by the present Town Clerk, Mr. James J. 
Triston, 

Mr. T. W. Robinson was the last chairman 
of the Kingstown Commissioners, and when 
the Urban Council came into existence in 1899 
was its first chairman. Mr. Robinson received 
the honour of knighthood in 1900. He has 
heen one of the most prominent figures in 
Dublin commercial life for more than a 
quarter of a century, and w he has been 
put forward as one of the “ Business ' candi. 
dates for the new Dublin Corporation. The 
present chairman of the Kingstown Urban 
Council is Mr. Willian Morrissey. There are 
about twenty pensionable officers. 

DALKEY. 

The first meeting of the Town Commis- 
sioniers of Dalkey was held in the Queen’s 
Hotel, Dalkey. in 1863. At that meeting Mr. 
James Milo Burke, J.P., was chosen as chair- 
man out of a body of ten Commissioners. Mr. 
Thomes King, who owned the Queen's Hotel, 
was appointed Secretary to the Commis-

TURKISH BATHS FIRE. 
> - 

VERDICT AT INQUEST ON 

WOMAN, 

At the resumed inquest yesterday, before 
the Westminster Coroner, Mr. Ingleby Oddie, 
on the body of Miss Rachel Rarker, a sixty- 
two years old cashier, who lost her life 'n 
the fire at the Turkish baths in Leicester 
square in the early hours of Sunday, August 
10, last, the foreman of the jury handed the 
following verdict to the Coroner :— 

‘The jury s verdict is, an accident on 
Lifford’s part by entering the premises, with 
no intention of committing eson or burglary, 
and probably smoking on the premises, which 
caused the fire and the death of Miss Barker. 
The jurv wish a further inquiry made és 


regards the firemen’s and salvage corps axes 


and the cash boxes.’’ 

At the first hearing, James Charles Lifford, 
a shampooer at the baths, denied returning 
io the premises after leaving that night, but 
said that he was in Leicester square untii 
1 a.m, because he missed the last train home. 

At yesterday’s hearing Lifford denied that 
he got “ fuddled” and set fire to the place 
with a cigarette. 

Mr. F. Cave, K.C. (for the salvage corps), 
referring to statements made at the previous 


hearing that a salvage corps’ axe fitted an | 


opening found on an-empty cash-box, said 
that anyone could purchase a similar axe. 
A SECOND LIFE IN DANGER. 

Dr. Peters, a woman house surgeon at 
Charing Cross Hospital, said that she was 
afraid that Miss Evans, who also was burned 
in. the fire, would not recover. 

Station Officer Male, of the London Fire 
Brigade, referring to the statement that axes 
fitted the marks found on the empty cash- 
boxes, said ghat similar axes to those used 
by the brigade were used by the salvage 
corps 

Captain B. Miles, who was in charge of the 
salvage corps at the fire, said that none of 
his men did anything, as the building was 
burnt out. 

Charles Spall, a salvage officer, said that 
the next morning he found the cash boxes 
absolutely empty and broken open. 

CORONER'S REMARKS. 

The Coroner, summing up, said that at 
first sight it seemed that Lifford knew more 
than he had told; but when one heard and 
found that cash boaes had been discovered 
empty, having been broken open by some 
instrument closely resembling a fireman's 
or salvage man's axe, then one's feelings 
about Lifford underwent considerable change 

The cash box incident is a sinister one, he 
said, and leaves an unpleasant feeling of 
suspicion in one’s mind, The breaking open 
of these boxes seems to show something 
wrong either with the firemen or salvage 
corps men. 

THE CASH BOXES. 

It is obvious that these boxes were broken 
open after the fire. It is difficult to believe 
that of such a body as the L.C.C. Fire 
Brigade, and of the salvage corps men, anc 
vet the evidence points very strongly to one 
or the other having done it. It is possible 
sheep. We 
may hope that the authorities conceyned will 
conduct very full inquiries. 

With regard to the fire, the Coroner said 
that there was no doubt it was not a 
deliberate act on the part of Lifford. 


LIVE STOCK FROM 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


REGULATIONS RELAXED. 


The Free State Department of Agriculture 
announce that, in view of the continued free- 
dom of Great Britain from foot-and-mouth 
disease, it now becomes practicable to modify 
the regulations governing the importation of 
live stock into the Irish Free State from Great 
Britain. 

As from the Ist September, 1930, the 
following regulations will apply : 

(1) The Department will be prepared to 
consider applications for permits to impor 
breeding animals from Great Britain to farms 
in the Irish Free State on conditions 
approved by the Department. Before the 
issue of any permit, the Department will re. 
quire to be satisfied as to the health of the 
animals to be imported, and as to the free- 
dom from disease of the district in which the 
animals are located. On arrival in the Irish 
Free State, animals will have to be isolated 
on the importer’s premises for a period of 
fourteen days; or, in the case of swine, 
twenty-eight days. 

(2) As already announced, special arrange- 
ments have been made for the importation of 
breeding sheep from certain of the forth- 
coming autumn sheep sales in Scotland, 

Applications for permits should be made to 
the Secretary, Department of Agriculture, 
Upper Merrion street, Dublin, €.17. 

It must be clearly understood that these 
arrangements are subject to immediate can 
cellation or modification if, in the opinion of 
the Department, the disease position in Great 
Britain makes such action désirable.

FATAL EFFECTS OF 
“LISBON WINE.” 


— 


CORONER AND “ TERRIBLE 
POISON,.”’ 

Douglas Cowburn, Coroner, again 
strongly condemned the sale of “' Lisbon 
wine, at an inquest at Cambefwell yester- 
day. Two weeks ago he commented o nthe 
harmful effects of the wine, which is widely 
sold in South London. It was then described 
as made from the dregs of port wine drawn 
from the casks with hot water and fortified 
with methylated spirits. 

The inquest yesterday was on the body of 
Emily Rose Bebington (46), of Sutherland 
square, Walworth, who died from acute 
alcoholism at Newington Institution. 

Her daughter said that her mother had 
been drinking ‘‘ Lisbon wine ” for about a 
year, and bought it by the bottle for eight- 
pence per half pint. 

“ My mother became so bad," she added, 
“that she complained continually of a lion 
and a donkey in her bedroom, and asked me 
to take them away." 

Dr. Williams, acting medical superinten- 
dent at the institution, said that Mrs. 
Bebington denied drinking the ‘‘ wine,” but 
he did not believe her. 

‘“She came from a district where it is 
drunk a good deal,” he said, “and I had 
two other cases in the same ward who ad- 
mitted drinking the “ wine.” 

Recording a verdict in accordance with the 
medical evidence: “ That death was due to 
acute alcoholism,’’ Mr. Cowburn said that 
this was another case of a person’s health 
absolutely ruined by this so-called ‘ Lisbon 
wine.”' 

“TIT have been in communication with a 
Government department in the matter, .he 
added, ‘‘and I shall continue to comment on 
the pernicious effect of this terrible poison, 
which ruined the health of these unhappy 
people, until J rouse the public conscience, in 
order that this stuff shall not be sold. = It 
is perfectly monstrous.’

The Prince of Wales has been associated 
wita the Navy since he was twelve years 
old. In April, 1907, he passed his 
qualifying examination, and in the follow- 
ing month entered .Osborne College as a 
cadet. After finishing his period of ine 
struction there he joined Dartmouth 
College in’ May, 1909, and two years later 
he had three months’ sea training in 
H.M.S. Hindustan as a Midshipman. 
He was promoted to Lieutenant in 1915, 
and to Captai:. in 1919. As Vice-Admiral 
he passes over the rank of Rear-Admiral. 

The Prince, together with his brother, 
Captain the Duke of York, are personal 
Naval Aides-de-Camp to the King. It :s 
interesting. to note that His Mayjesty 
hecame a Vice-Admiral ia 1903, following 
his appointment as Rear-Admiral two 
vears earlier. The King became Admiral 
in 1907, and Admiral of the Fleet ‘n 
1910. 

At the beginning of the Great War the 
Prince of Wales was gazetted to the 
Grenadier Guards. In 1917 he was made 
Lieutenant, and as Aide-de-Camp to Sir 
John French, the British leader, he did 
duty for a time in the trenches with his 
hattalion. The Prince is a Colonel of the 
Welsh Guards, Group-Captain of the 
Roval Air Force, and Colonel-in-Chief of 
numerous regiments. 

In 1928 he became the first Master of 
the Merchant Navy and Fishing Fleets, 
and jn that capacity he visited the fishing 
fleets at Grimsby. A few weeks ago he 
attended the Conference of Sea Pilots in 
London as Master of the Merchant Navy, 
and talked to them in nautical phrases of 
the great scientific advance which had 
heen made in “ roving the seas.” He re- 
minded the gathering that it was always 
said that the seaman often hankered after 
a shore job, adding: “ I am one of the 
lucky ones, because I am in the position 
of having a shore job, but can always get 
away from it when I want to go to sea.”

INTERNATIONAL ASPECT. 
Addressing the Victorian Branch of the 
League of Nations Union to-day, Sir Otto 
Niemeyer said that Australia was very 
distant from the rest of the worl, but 
even distant parts were becoming ever 
closer. A century ago it might not have 
mattered to Australia what happened in 
the rest of the world, but that was no 
longer the case. The world of politics, 
finance and industry *as becoming more 
and more international. Australia, in 
her own interests, could not stand aside. 


WHEAT AND WOOL PRICES. 

“You have only to look at wheat and 
wool prices,” Sir Otto said, ' to see how 
impossible it is for Australia to go on her 
way as if the rest of the world did not 
exist. It is obvious that the League of 
Nations, representing, as it does, filty- 
five different nationalities, is necessarily 
slow acting; but it Is the germinating 
ground for international ideas and prac- 
tices from which Australia cannot safely 
stand aside. The League is at present 
studying the world-wide problem of the 
drop in wool prices, in which Australia is 
vitally interested. Australia is a manda- 
tory Power. ‘She should be responsible to 
the League, not as a stranger among 
critics, but as an executive partner in an 
international body in which she actively 
participates. ”’ 

WAR DEBTS PROBLEM. 

Mr. Duggan, President of the Aus- 
tralasian Council of Trade Unions, has 
approved the decisions of the New South 
Wales State Executive of the Labour Party 
against repudiation of the war debt, and 
in favour of a reduction in the rate of 
interest, as expressing the views of Labour 
in Victoria. If those who urge repudia- 
tion thought seriously, he said, “' they 
would realise that repudiation would make 
the ‘position a thousand times worse, and 
would: intensify unemployment.’ 

Mr. Fenton, Acting Commonwealth 
Prime Miiiister, discussing Australia’s 
war debts to-day, said :'—' Whether there 
can b4 anv readjustment of the financial 
burden of the war at present no one can 
sav off-hand. Whatever our fixed com- 
mitments are, we must meet them.’
